Sultan of Johore Sued. 
‘Tho Sultan of Johore, at present visit- 


ing Australia, was expected to appear at 


tho District Court, Melbourne, on Juno9, to 
answer 8 summons issued by Alfred Pritch- 
ard Mortis, who claimed £11 for preparing 
an illuminated pedigree of the racing mare 
Disfigured. Tt was said that the work was 
done in 1897, to the order of someone 
named Campbell, who sent it to India. 
When Morris, who had received £1 on ne- 
count, wrote asking for payment he was 
told Campbell had reveived the money. Mr 
Leslio Stuart, for tho defendant, who did 
not appear, raised the objection that the 
Sultan aa n foreign potentate could not be 
sued in an Australian court, A British 
decision te that effect has nlready beon 
given in the Sultan's case. Ho was sued 
in England for breach of promise, and tho. 
Courts held that there was no jurisdiction,
